I beg  to  present  my  report  for  the  year,  which  I 
have  made  out  under  the  scheme  of  the  Pamphlet  “Matters 
to  be  dealt  with  in  the  Survey  Reports  of  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  for  1925,”  received  by  me  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS. 


The  area  of  your  district  is  2,770  acres. 


Population- 

In  1925  is  7,059. 

The  Census  in  1921  gave  6,715  persons. 
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PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL 
CHARACTER  OF  THE  AREA. 

Your  District  is  nearly  four  miles  long  by  two  wide, 
and  contains  2,770  acres  of  well  drained  land  with  'a  clay 
or  gravel  subsoil.  The  town  of  Egremont  is  about  150 
feet  above  Sea  Level  and  Moor  Row  and  Bigrigg  are  from 
250  to  300  feet  up.  On  the  West  side  the  River  Ehen 
effectually  drains  the  land.  As  your  District  lies  close  to 
the  Mountains  and  Sea  it  may  be  said  to  be  fairly  well  off 
for  fresh  breezes. 

It  is  overshadowed  on  the  Eastern  border  by  the 
mountain  Dent,  so  that  very  often  it  is  under  a cloud  of 
moisture  and  seems  to  get  its  share  of  wet  weather.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  majority  of  the  Inhabitants  are  employed  in 


the  pits  or  on  the  land  and  are  a virile  healthy  lot. 

Of  late  years  unemployment  has  been  rife. 

Many  of  the  old  stock  have  emigrated  and  the 
physique  of  those  left  seems  to  have  deteriorated.  The 
birthrate  has  gone  steadily  back  and  the  Tubercular 
Notifications  have  increased.  Wages  have  gone  down 
while  the  price  of  food  has  kept  up. 

A mill  employs  over  a hundred  girls.  They  seem 
to  like  the  work  and  make  good  wages  and  ,seem  to  keep 
healthy. 

The  miners  in  the  pits  state  that  work  nowadays  is 
more  strenuous. 


BIRTHS. 


132  were  registered,  which  is  7 less  than  last  year.  Of 
these  62  were  Males  and  70  Females.  There  were  3 
illegitimate  Males. 

This  gives  a birthrate  of  18.6  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  Which  is  above  the  general  birthrate  of  18.3 
per  1,000. 
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DEATHS. 

89  deaths  were  registered,  which  was  3 less  than  last  year  ; 
out  of  which  47  were  Males  and  42  Females.  This  gives 
a deathrate  of  12.6  per  1,000,  which  is  above  the  general 
deathrate  of  12.2  per  1,000 

10  deaths  were  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age, 
out  of  which  one  was  illegitimate.  71.4  per  1,000  born  is 
thus  the  Infantile  deathrate.  It  is  below  the  General 
Infantile  Deathrate  which  is  75  per  1,000  born.

Calmire  is  supported  by  the  Council  and 
is  in  its  area.! 

Whitehaven  is  six  miles  away  and  is 
supported  by  voluntary  effort. 

Blencathra  is  kept  up  by  the  County 
and  is  30  miles  away. 

Derwent  Joint  Hospital  is  kept  up  bv 
the  County  and  they  are  all  ample 
and  up-to-date. 
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There  is  no  Institutional  provision  for  unmarried 
mothers,  illegitimate  infants,  and  homeless  children  in  the 
area.  They  are  provided  for  if  necessary  by  the  Poor 
Law  Authorities. 

AMBUIMCE  FACILITIES. 

For  Fever  Cases  a Motor  Ambulance  is  kept  at 
Galemire. 

For  Smallpox  Cases  there  is  an  Ambulance  at 
Derwent  Hospital. 

For  Non- Infectious  Cases  the  Whitehaven  Infirm- 
ary provides  an  Ambulance  and  for  Accidents  at  the  mines 
the  Miners  have  a Motor  Ambulance  of  their  own  kept  at 
Whitehaven.

The  West  Cumberland  Nursing  Asseciation  is 

supported  by  the  Council. 

MIDWIVES.  One  Midwife  is  appointed  by  the 
Nursing  Association  and  subscribed  to  by  the  Council. 

No  other  Midwife  seems  to  be  practising  in  the 
area  at  present. 

CHEMICAL  WORK.  If  any  analitical  work  is  required  for 
the  Council  application  would  be  made  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


Clinique  and  Treatment  Centres. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  are  at 

Woodbank  every  Thursday  1 to  3 p.m. 

School  Clinique8  and  Tuberculosis  Dispen- 
saries at  the  same  time  and  place. 

Treatment  Centres  for  Venereal  Disease  are  at 
Whitehaven  on  Friday  afternoons. 


These  are  all  provided  by  the  County  Authorities. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER. 

The  supply  is  good  in  quantity  and  of  excellent 
quality  and  comes  from  Wormgill  far  away  from  any 
possible  source  of  contamination. 

It  is  a soft  water  and  is  supplied  in  iron  pipes. 

The  whole  district  is  supplied  with  this  water 
except  Kellhead  which  has  a good  well  and  a farm  house. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  with  regard  to  any 
contamination. 

The  Ehen  drains  the  East  side  of  the  district  and 
is  of  varying  purity.  The  Egremont  Effluent  which  enters 
it  is  kept  as  clear  as  possible.  A new  Sewer  is  projected 
right  down  to  the  sea,  so  that  the  sewage  will  be  carried 
there  direct. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE. 

There  are  two  Sewage  Schemes  one  for  the  North 
end  of  the  parish  and  one  for  the  Southern,  both  by  broad 
irrigation  and  deep  filtration.  The  land  is  so  good  that 
the  manurial  value  of  the  sewage  is  not  appreciated  as  a 


manure. 
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The  system  on  the  Ehen  has  become  too  small  to 
cape  with  the  increased  size  of  the  town  of  Egremont  and 
a system  by  which  the  sewage  will  be  carried  direct  to  the 
sea  has  been  planned. 

All  the  houses  save  some  38  are  sewered.  These 
have  earth  closets  which  are  emptied  periodically  under 
the  Council’s  supervision. 

CLOSET  ACCOM  MOO  ATI  ON. 

All  are  water  closets  except  some  cottages  and 
isolated  farm  houses. 

There  are  38  privies  or  earth  closets. 


SCAVENGING. 

House  refuse  is  collected  in  receptacles  and  removed 
daily  by  the  Council’s  workmen,  and  is  disposed  of  in  pits 
outside  the  town. 

Earth  closets  and  privies  are  emptied  every  other 
week  by  the  Council’s  workmen. 

Ashpits  are  also  emptied  every  other  week. 
Cesspools  are  emptied  by  the  owners. 

Wo  Acticn  has  been  found  neccessary  with  regard 

to  smoke  abatement. 

Wo  Offensive  Tracies  are  carried  out. 

The  Sanitary  condition  of  the  schools  has  been 
satisfactory. 

All  closing  is  done  by  the  County  Authorities.

Dear  Sirs:  — 

Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  for  the  year  ending  Dec- 
ember 31st,  1925. 

The  whole  of  the  District  has  been  inspected  during 
the  year  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector;  In  addition,  two 
thousand  two  hundred  and  seventy  eight  special  inspec- 
tions were  made. 

Few  nuisances  of  a serious  nature  were  found  in  the 
District  the  prevailing  ones  being  choked  drains,  water 
closets,  gullies,  and  defective  yards;  which  were  caused 
by  improper  use,  lack  of  care  and  supervision  of  child- 
ren. 

Certain  Properties  and  Courts  were  frequently  vis- 
ited, the  Courts  and  open  Yards  were  invariably  found 
unsatisfactory;  especially  during  wet  weather,  owing  to 
the  unsuitable  surface  materials. 

There  are  still  a number  of  fowls  kept  in  the  Yards 
and  Courts,  and  in  too  close  proximity  to  the  dwelling 
houses  which  constitute  a Nuisance  deleterious  to  health. 
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Water  Supplies : Thirty  Statutory,  One  hundred 
and  thirty  four  written  and  verbal  notices  were  served 
upon  the  Owners  to  renew  the  service  pipes;  all  of 
which  were  complied  with;  Twenty  eight  additional 
water  services  were  installed,  to  supply.-  Six  New  Hous- 
es, Two  Motor  Garages  and  one  Builders  Yard  the  oth- 
ers being  to  properties  not  previously  supplied;  The 
whole  of  the  Councd’s  District  is  supplied  with  water 
( from  Wormgill  ) with  five  exceptions  which  I think  is 
unique. 

Fried  Fish  Shops:  Those  were  frequently  visited 
and  found  clean. 

Workshops  : On  inspection  were  quite  satisfactory. 

Bake  Houses  : were  found  up  to  the  required  stand- 
ard. 


Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  : These  have 
been  twice  inspected  bv  your  M.O.H.  and  Sanitary  In- 
spector, and  frequently  by  the  Inspector  alone;  One  new 
cowshed,  or  byre,  has  been  constructed  during  the  year, 
several  others  require  improving  the  Owners  have  been 
requested  to  give  immediate  attention  to  bring  them 

into  a satisfactory  condition.  Leaflets  are  sent  out 
during  the  month  of  April  drawing  attention  to  the 

Ministry’s  Regulation,  for  lime- washing  etc., 

Schools  : On  inspection  were  found  satisfactory  in 
most  cases.  A great  improvement  has  been  effected  at 
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the  Bookwell  Infants’  School  by  re-arranging  and  sub- 
stituting Pedestal  Closets  in  place  of  the  objectionable 
Trough  Closets;  I again  draw  your  attention  to  the 
necessity  of  a similar  substitution  at  two  of  the  Schools 
to  the  more  up-to-date  Sanitary  Latrines;  thus  minim- 
ising the  danger  of  infection.

Seventeen  written  and  fifty  three  verbal  requests 
and  arrangements  with  the  Owners  to  improve  the  pro- 
perties by  substituting  sash-windows,  repairing  roofs, 
spouts,  floors  and  yards,  erecting  new  sculleries,  restor- 
ing drains  and  fixing  Pedestal  Closets:-  some  of  those 
were  at  once  put  in  the  Tradesmens’  hands,  and  prom- 
ises made  to  have  the  others  attended  to  as  early  as 
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circumstances  would  permit.  Very  little  can  be  done 
in  this  directionowing  to  the  great  amount  of  unemploy- 
ment and  distress  in  the  District;  rents  being  difficult 
to  obtain,  consequently  the  Owners  cannot  effect  the 
necessary  improvements. 

Slaughter  Houses:  those  on  inspection  were  found 
fairly  satisfactory. 

Infectious  Diseases:  Fifty  one  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  were  notified  viz;-  Forty  six  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Eight  of  Diphtheria  which  were  removed  to  Hospital, 
Five  were  treated  at  Home.  All  rooms  were  fumigat- 
ed at  once  and  disinfectants  supplied  to  the  tenants  free 
of  cost.

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HOUSING. 

HOUSING  CONOITIONS- 

The  Housing  conditions  are  fairly  good  generally. 

In  some  parts  they  are  excellent  and  vary  from  that 
to  poor  in  some  of  the  few  courts  in  the  town. 

There  is  not  a great  shortage  of  houses,  though  a 
tenant  can  readily  be  found  for  any  empty  one. 

The  Housing  Scheme  on  Castle  Croft  has  been 
undertaken  to  meet  the  former  overcrowding. 

No  important  changes  in  the  population  are  antici- 
pated except  that  there  is  a general  trend  towards  the 
South  as  the  pits  become  worked  out  on  the  North  side  of 
the  district. 

Overcrowding  does  not  seem  to  exist  to  any  great 
extent.  Some  families  are  larger  than  others  but  there 
seems  to  be  room  in  the  newer  houses. 

Ho  Action  was  taken  in  1925  or  considered 
necessary. 

FITNESS  OF  HOUSES— 

General  standard  of  houses  in  the  area.  Good. 

The  defects  found  to  exist  are  mainly  structural, 
badly  paved  yards,  etc 

The  defects  are  due  to  the  inability  of  the  landlords 
to  provide  money  for  repairs  and  sometimes  to  the  neglect 
by  the  tenants.  The  tenants  on  the  whole  are  careful  and 
clean  and  there  are  very  few  cases  of  decided  neglect. 

Oenemi  Aciiors  taken  as  regards  unfit  houses — 
Verbal  notice  or  written  notice  has  been  given  to  the 
landlord  where  necessary. 

There  are  no  unhealthy  Areas.

The  milk  supply  is  an  excellent  one.  The  cattle 
are  fed  and  kept  on  a healthy  countryside  and  no  complaints 
have  been  received. 

The  arrangments  for  the  supply  of  milk  of  a 
wholesome  character,  seem  to  be  satisfactory. 

No  Action  has  been  taken  as  to  Tuberculous 
Milk  or  Cattle. 

No  Action  has  been  taken  to  grant  licences  under 
special  designations. 

No  bacteriological  examinations  were  made.

Inspection  at  the  time  of  slaughter  is  made  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  who  is  the  Inspector  appointed  by  the 
Council. 

There  are  no  public  slaughter  houses  as  such. 

Those  let  by  the  Council  are  looked  after  by  the 
Council.  They  are  three  in  number. 

In  1920  there  were  two  registered  slaughter  houses, 
in  January  1925  two,  and  in  December  1925  there  were 
two. 

One  Pig  was  reported  by  the  butcher  as  unfit  for 
food  and  ordered  to  be  destroyed.

In  1920,  48  caseses  of  Diptheria  were  reported. 
Serum  was  used  in  every  case  and  nine  deaths  were  said 
to  have  occurred  from  that  and  Croup.  All  but  three 
were  removed  to  Galernire.  No  cause  could  be  found. 

In  1921,  Diptheria  35  cases  occurred  with  7 deaths. 

18  cases  of  ScarSst  Fever  occurred  with  1 death. 

In  1922,  Diptheria  9 cases  with  1 death. 

ScSiHot  Fever  5 cases  with  no  deaths. 

In  192.3,  Diptheria  10  cases  with  1 death. 

Scarlet  SFsrer  only  2 cases. 

In  1924,  Diptheria  12  cases,  no  deaths. 

Scarlet  Fever  5 cases,  no  deaths. 

Serum  is  kept  by  the  Council  and  seems  to  be  used 
in  all  cases  without  delay. 


No  Encephalitis  Letharglca  has  been  notified. 
No  return  cases  Scarlet  Fever  have  been 
remarked. 

No  Pneumonia,  liarlarla,  Dysentery,  or  Trench 

Fever  has  been  notified. 

No  special  arrangements  have  been  made  for  bact- 
eriological examinations 

In  all  cases  the  house  is  visited  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  as  scon  as  possible  after  notification. 

The  patient  where  possible  sent  to  hospital  and  e\ery 
means  taken  to  stop  the  spread  of  the  disease. 
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Schick  and  Dick  tests  have  not  been  applied. 

Mo  Vaccinations  have  been  made  by  me  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

In  1920,  fVleasloS  caused  4 deaths.  BnfiiSCnza  2. 

In  1921,  No  !VI©asI©3  deaths,  7 from  InfllSBHZa. 

In  1922  and  1923,  No  deaths  from  ft/ScaslGS  or

no  special  action  taken. 

30  deaths  have  been  caused  by  ©anc^r  from  1 920-24. 

No  Special  enquiry  has  been  made. 

There  has  been  no  Anthrax  or  RabioCa 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  disinfects  the  rooms 
occupied  by  patients  immendiately  on  their  removal  to 
Hospital  by  fumigation  and  washing  down  with  Jeyes 
Fluid,  &c. 

Quibells  disinfecting  method  is  used. 

Clothes  are  disinfected  by  steam  at  Galemire 
Hospital. 


During  1925  we  had  an  Epidemic  of  $CarS©t  Fever 
of  a mild  type.  1 enclose  a special  report  which  was 
furnished  to  the  Ministry  of  Health.  In  all  51  cases 
were  notified.  There  were  no  death  and  no  very  serious 
sequels  were  noticed.  It  lasted  from  the  month  of  January 
until  the  end  of  July,  since  when  there  have  only  been 
very  odd  cases  notified.  Eight  cases  of  DipfhCPia  were 
notified.  They  seemed  to  be  mild  and  caused  no  deaths.

Sirs, 

In  anwer  to  yours  of  the  12th  February,  1925,  I beg 
to  report  as  follows  on  an  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  in 
the  URBAN  DISTRICT  OF  EGREMONT,  CUMBER- 
LAND. 

The  first  case  was  reported  on  January  2nd,  and 
promtly  removed  to  GALEMIRE  HOSPITAL  for  infect- 
ious Disease. 

Since  then  22  cases  in  all  have  been  reported.  The 
last  being  on  the  9th  February. 

Nine  cases  came  from  MOOR  ROW  one  girl  aged 
15  the  rest  being  boys  from  four  to  ten  years  of  age.  From 
EGREMONT  ten  boys  aged  from  eight  to  sixteen  and  .ten 
girls  aged  from  two  to  fourteen  were  reported. 

All  these  cases  but  three,  which  were  effectively 
isolated  at  home,  were  removed  at  once  to  GALEMIRE 
and  the  premises  effectually  disinfected  with  quibells. 
fumiform  generator  and  the  bedding  ordered  to  be  washed 
with  Sanitas  supplied  by  the  Council. 

The  cases  have  all  been  mild  in  type  and  no  fatal- 
ities have  occurred  so  far. 

The  School  Authorities  have  been  informed  to  look 
out  for  any  children  peeling. 

This  Epidemic  which  seems  to  have  been  general  in 
this  district  can  not  be  traced  to  any  one  source  and  seems 
to  be  one  of  those  periodical  epidemics  which  occur  from 
time  to  time.
